On the 
other hand, if her laborers and artisans go 
to other countries, the best will go, and 
thus the prestige of Engiand in the ars 
would soon be lost. So it seems to me that 
the time for England to begin her deca- 
dence is not removed more than.one or twe 
gemerations. Already the continestal na- 
tiuns have challenged British superierity, 
and they are educating their werkmen te 
an extent which biis tair to contest the 
British claims. Is Baogland they do net 
seem to be alive to this; and all the wealth 
ef England remains, as to ite labor, in 
statu quo, while their neighbors are ad- 
vancing with rapid strides. You may ex- 
pect, then, your mere ‘mvitation to be de 
rided, and to have cold water thrown on 
your advances. Your only chance of de 
cided suceess is by placing candid state- 
ments in the hands of the people by means 
of « resident agent. Probably advances 
will be required to defray their traveling 
expenses in many Cases; and they should 
be satisfied that, with reasonable efforts, 
they could in time, by their own labor, be 
enabled to purchase and own an eligible 
home. It seems to me, with the English- 
man it would be better to begin by «a rec- 
enpoissance by some of his ewn people, in 
whem he can confide, and to obtain « 
faithtul aed candid report from such « 
person, belore you begin to embark large 
ly. By such means aad a slow beginning 
success might ultimately be complete; for 
there are thousands not only willing but 
obliged to emigrate. . 

“There can be no doubt that « railroad 
must ultimately be made on or near the 
thirty-second parallel trom E] Paso to San 
Diego. You should read Dadley Mann's 
speech. It contaimed good selections trom 
General Washington's letters to show the 
great interest he wok in uniting the wa 
ters of the James with those of the Ke 
nawha river, and thus making Neriolk 
what New York afterward became with 
inferior advantages. If ever the South ts 
regenerated its pation will result 
from Norfolk challenging New York aad 
contesting the prize with her.

I have always admired Switzerland. She 
will not allow anybody to canvass for office 
er station; and on the other hand she will 
not allow anybody to decline public posi- 
tion when called to it by the volce of the 
mecighbors. They tell any one who secks 
inglorious ease, and who has capacity to 
serve his people, ‘you can decline only on 
one condition, to sell out and move away.’ 

“A world of good may be effected by 
judicious popular education—not by send- 
ing everybody to college to complete the 
round of literature and science. John 
Quincy Adams was the only prominent 
man of our country who ever had the 
boldness to say that college education in 
our country was too cheap and too easily 
obtained. It might be carried to the ex. 
tent of having too small] a number leit for 
industrial pursuits. The problem is how 
to give to the sons of the laborer and the 
artisan a thorough knowledge of such 
things as appertain to his trade or pro- 
tession without making bachelors of art of 
everybody; to give to each that special 
technical education that will enable him 
to succeed in whatever branch of industry 
he may choose at a saial! cost of time and 
money.

This attitude of attention is the same at 
the Theatre Franeais now, as then. There 
is the same order, the same a beolute silence 
observed, the same complete sympathy 
with the progress of the drama. Any 
casual interruption is instantly suppressed, 
silk dresses are not allowed to rustle, fans 
must pot flutter, no whispers must circo- 
late; the audience is expected te exist, for 
the time being, only for the actors, as 
the actors exist only jor the audience. Be 
tween the acts of the piece comes the re- 
laxation. Then moat of the spectators leave 
their seats and threng the antechambers 
of the theater, where the imagination still 
finds a stimulus in art. Grand statues of 
dramatists, players and poets have their 
dwelling-place here, giving dignity to the 
amusement of the bour, as they suggest 
the immortality of genias. The hour 
passes; the play is acted out when the cur- 
tain falls; but the creative power which 
brings a noble drama into existence re 
mains a treasured memory tor a great na 
tion. The marble statue of the man is the 
symbol of his genius carved oyt for unborn 
ages. The player who intensified the pas 
sions and realized the beauty which the 
poet conceived, stands by his side in sculp 
tured glory, and shares his immortality. 

An author or an actor, passing through 
these halls, teels the stir of ambition 
within bim, and a spectator entering them, 
tull of the emotions which the stage has 
excited, feels satwfied that these are not 
- Vem things, and returns te the next litt o! 
the curtain with a deepened interest. 
When sudiences and sctors arein such a 
condition of mutual sympathy, the actors 
are impelled to great efforts. An sudience 
80 attentive does not overlook excellence 
in the smallest performance—even in the 
delivery of & message—and, therefore 
every player has a sufficient motive tor do 
ing his best. 

A complete harmony—which is justnese 
of proportion—en adequate skill in all the 
parts and in their combinatieao, result trom 
these influences, and an acted drama at 
the Francais is a work of highart. When 
such players amd such an audience are 
dealing with the work of s great sathor, 
the excellence prodaced is of that kind 
which makes a permavent impression of 
delight upon the mind.
